Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1949. 

Mr.  Oliver,  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor 
resigned  his  appointment  during  the  year.  A  successor  was 
interviewed,  and  accepted  the  post,  but  subsequently  intimated 
that  he  was  no  longer  prepared  to  accept  it.  This  has  caused 
considerable  delay  in  filling  the  vancancy.  As  a  temporary 
measure,  Malton  Urban  District  Council  has  agreed  to  their 
Sanitary  Inspector  attending  to  urgent  matters,  and  Major  Bond, 
M.R.C.V.S.  has  been  engaged  on  a  temporary  basis  to  carry  out 
meat  inspection  at  the  Bacon  Factories. 

The  Yorkshire  Farmers  Bacon  Factory  re-opened  in  October 
and  a  very  large  number  of  pigs  are  being  slaughtered  daily. 
The  proper  inspection  of  this  meat  will  mean  that  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  must  devote  a  large  part  of  his  time  to  this  duty,  and 
it  will  eventually  become  necessary  to  consider  appointing  a 
second  inspector. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities.  Bacteriological  Samples  are  examined 

at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  situated  in  Northaller¬ 
ton  and  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  and  milk 
are  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at  Hull  for  examination. 

(b)  Ambulance  Service.  An  ambulance  stationed  in  Malton  is 

available  for  use  in  the  district. 

(c)  Nursing.  A  domicilary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is 

available  in  the  district,  as  part  of  the  County  Council’s 
plans  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 


(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  These  are  provided  by  the 

County  Council.  A  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
is  held  fortnightly  in  the  Church  House.  An  Ophthalmic 
Clinic  is  held  monthly.  Clinics  of  venereal  disease  are 
situated  in  York  and  Scarborough. 

(e)  Hospitals.  General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted 

to  Hospitals  at  Malton,  Driffield,  Scarborough  and  York. 

Maternity  cases  go  to  the  Westow  Croft  Nursing 
Home,  Westow.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  The  water  supply  is  from  a  deep  bore  well 
situate  in  the  District  and  is  pumped  to  a  reservoir.  The 
water  is  treated  by  chlorination,  and  is  distributed  throughout 
the  district.  A  bulk  supply  is  also  provided  to  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  town  of  Malton. 

The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity 
throughout  the  year.

247  houses  are  without  their  own  water  supply,  and  these 
are  supplied  from  stand  pipes. 

Sewage  Disposal.  A  modern  sewage  disposal  works  serves  the 
needs  of  the  adjoining  Districts  of  Norton  and  Malton. 

The  Council  has  a  scheme  in  operation  for  the 
conversion  of  earth  closets,  privies  and  ashpits  to  the  water 
carriage  system.  During  the  year,  35  privies  and  25  pail 
closets  have  been  converted. 

Closet  Accommodation.  There  are  within  the  District,  28  privies 
and  154  pail  closets. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  Council  operate  a  weekly  collection  of 
refuse.  The  cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies  and  ashpits  is 
also  undertaken  by  the  Council  throughout  the  whole  of  the 
District.
